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West Coast Team Wins Bronze at WRTC

The 2010 WRTC competition was held over the 
weekend of July 10/11 in Moscow during the IARU 
contest. | am pleased to report that one of the 
West Coast teams, Dan, N6MJ, and Chris, KL9A 
took home the bronze third place medal. Dan has 
now won a medal at two of the WRTC events he 
has attended and finished fourth at the other, a 
feat matched by very few other contesters. 


Many of you know Dan as N6ND’s nephew, and a 
regular guest op at W6YI. Chris lives in Montana 
and regularly operates at NK7U. They invited me 
to come along as a referee. | also served as the 
team’s technical advisor and pack mule for all the 
backup gear. 


For those of you following the hourly scores 
online, you may recall that they had the 4” highest 
claimed score at the end of the contest. It wasn’t until the actual awards presentation that we were stunned to learn that 
they moved up into the medal slot only after log checking. 


For the first time ever the competition was held field day style. Each of the 48 teams was randomly assigned to a campsite 
located in the farm fields some 30 miles south of Moscow. Each site was at least 500 meters from the nearest competitor. 
The organizers provided all the amenities except for the teams’ own radio gear. This included a 40 ft tower and a C3 style 
tribander, and inverted vee’s for 80 and 40. This made for a literally “level” playing field. 

Also for the first time, both members of 4 
the team were allowed to transmit as 
long as only one signal was on at a time. 
They could be on the same or different 
bands with no requirement to stay ona 
band for a minimum time period. Most 
teams figured out that they would need 
a way to transmit and receive on two 
bands at the same time using the one 
triband antenna. 


| was very fortunate to find Jeff Sloane, 
KE6L. Jeff works for Integrated Micro- 
wave (imcsd.com) in Sorrento Valley. 
They make some very high quality filters 
for the military and NASA. Jeff got fully 
behind our team and volunteered to 
build them a very cool “triplexer.” With 
it, the boys could both use the same antenna for transmitting and receiving at the same time with absolutely no interac- 
tion. It worked like a charm and we will be forever grateful to Jeff and the crew at IMC. 


Everyone at the event praised the Russian organizing team, the Judging Committee, and the dozens of volunteers for mak- 
ing WRTC 2010 the best one ever.

To count for IOTA, islands need to meet a few rules: They must not lie in rivers, inland translating dictionary also helps with 
lakes or seas, or largely enclosed bays. They must be a minimum distance from the “spanners”, “dispensing chemists”, 
mainland. And they must be either 1 kilometer in length or shown on a 1:1,000,000 
scale map. Islands world-wide that meet these requirements are listed in the lOTA Di- 
rectory (available from the ARRL and the RSGB). Islands are grouped wherever possible

Scoring 


One credit for a confirmed contact made on any amateur band with each IOTA group 
listed. Contacts have to be single mode (CW, Phone or Digital). Cross-mode contacts do 
not count. 


Awards 


The basic award is the IOTA 100 Islands of the World. Make sure you have the latest edition of the IOTA Directory with current 
island listings and award application rules available. You can download the Directory from the RSGB IOTA web-site. The only prac- 
tical way to apply for an award or an endorsement is via the web-site http://www.rsgbiota.org 


Once you receive confirmation that your application is in process, mail the cards, the appropriate fee and adequate return post- 
age for the QSLs to your lIOTA Checkpoint. 


IOTA Honor (Honour) Roll 

The IOTA Honor Roll is regularly published on the IOTA web-site. 

Sources of Additional lIOTA Information 

The IOTA web-site provides a wealth of information on island activity as do a number of excellent DX bulletins. 
IOTA Frequencies 


The primary IOTA frequency is 14,260MHz. Others on SSB are 28,560, 28,460, 24,950, 21,260, 18,128, 7,055 and 3,755MHz. The 
CW frequencies are 28,040, 24,920, 21,040, 18,098, 14,040, 10,115 and 3,530MHz. There is no specific frequency for 7MHz CW, 
but stations operate above 7,025 when the band is open to the States.

The annual RSGB IOTA Contest is the last full weekend in July.
